Distribution 


In Thailand, Phuan is spoken in Chachoengsao, Chaiyaphum, 
Lopburi, Nakhon Nay ok, Phetchabun, Phichit, Prachinburi, and 
Saraburi provinces; it is also spoken in an isolated area of Bueng 
Kan Province, and in one village south of Bangkok ( Ethnologue ). 

There are approximately 5,000 Phuan in Mongkol Borei District of 
Banteay Meanchey Province in Cambodia,^ as well in Battambang 
Province.
